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Aston Martin's new trade deal 
hailed as great news for the Vale 
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Life for Barry 
man guilty of 
brutal murder 


A BRUTAL killer 
who bludgeoned a 
man to death in a 
flat in Edinburgh’s 
New Town before 
dismissing his 
victim as “an idiot”, 
was jailed for life on 
Thursday, August 
24. 

Kieran Davies, from 
Barry, was ordered to 
serve at least 19 years in 
prison, before he 
becomes eligible to seek 


release on parole, 
following the 

“relentless” fatal attack 
on another man from 
Barry, Ashley Hawkins. 

A judge told Davies at 
the High Court in 
Edinburgh: “You have 
been convicted on the 
clearest evidence of a 
particularly brutal 
murder.” 

Lord Boyd of 
Duncansby said: “You 
continue to deny your 
guilt and you have shown 
little remorse.” 


Death at 
Porthkerry 

THE formal identification of a body 
found at Porthkerry beach on Sunday, 
August 27, was due to be carried out this 
week. 

The Coastguard, the Police and Ambulance 
Service were called to the beach at around 12 noon, 
and an investigation launched. 

On Monday, August 28, a police statement said: 
“South Wales Police can confirm that the deceased 
male’s family has been informed although formal 
identification has not yet been carried out. 

“There are not believed to be any suspicious 
circumstances and a file is being prepared for the 
coroner.” 


The judge 

acknowledged that 
Davies (28) had had a 
difficult upbringing and 
told him: “You have not 
had the chances in life 
that may have set you on 
a different path.” 

But Lord Boyd told 
him: “None of that 
excuses or mitigates the 
dreadful nature of this 
offence.” 

Davies assaulted his 
victim with a hammer 
and a metal bar during 
the murder at a flat in 
Scotland Street, 

Edinburgh, on December 
2 last year. 

The court heard that 
he and Mr Hawkins had 
arrived in the city from 
Wales as friends, but 
before the fatal attack, 
the victim had revealed 
that Davies had put a 
knife to his throat. 

Davies denied 

murdering Mr Hawkins. 

The final stage of the 
trial took place in the 
defendant’s absence as 
Lord Boyd told jurors: 
“Murder cases are 
always difficult. They are 
emotionally draining for 


everybody involved in 
it.” 

Police who were 
called to the second-floor 
flat at 7, Scotland Street 
and forced entry found 
Mr Hawkins (32), of 
Barry, dead with 
catastrophic head 

injuries. 

Unemployed Davies 
was the only other 
occupant of the locked 
property and was found 
topless, wearing jogging 
bottoms and trainers 
extensively stained with 
the dead man’s blood. 

A Reebok top, which 
Davies had earlier been 
seen wearing, was found 
in a washing machine, 
with the victim’s blood. 

The court heard that 
Mr Hawkins had suffered 
blows to the head, and a 
heavy metal pole and 
broken hammer 

recovered from the flat 
could have been used as 
weapons in the fatal 
attack. 

Davies also repeatedly 
stamped and kicked him 
on the head and body.

Vodafone’s response 
is clearly not addressing 
the point of public 
concern. 

Nobody is questioning 
the need for improved 
telephone reception or 
that the proposed 
location may be the best 
to provide local 
coverage. 

The issue is that the 
entrance to our Green 
Flag park is an absurd 
place to erect a 41ft high 
steel pole with 
associated 6ft high 
electronic cabinets. 

How pathetic is it for 
them to dismiss the 
significant amount of 


unused land alongside 
the railway line because 
“this location would 
have a detrimental effect 
on the character and 
appearance of the 
area ”? 

The logical 
conclusion from this 
statement is their 
proposed location at the 
entrance to an extremely 
popular and attractive 
park within a 
conservation area, is not 
as detrimental.

‘We don’t need 
electrification’ 


I N reply to 
Trevor Spill’s 
letter, headed 
‘Electrification 
needed NOW’, is he 
aware that the new 
class 800 trains 
have been running 
to Swansea and 
Carmarthen for a 
couple of months 
on driver training? 

These Hitachi IEP 
Units are bi-mode, 
which means they can 
run either from overhead 
electric power lines or 
on-board diesel 
engines - ie four traction 
motors per unit. 

Also he may not be 


aware of the excessive 
costs of lifting bridges 
which cross the lines to 
make room for the 
catenary (overhead 
wires) which feed 
electric power to the 
train - as well as the 
cost of rebuilding all the 
road and footbridges. 
Some along the Cardiff 
to Swansea line would 
need to be closed for 
months. The road bridge 
at Severn Tunnel 
Junction, for instance, 
took three months to 
replace.

H earing the news 
of an unidentified 
toxic cloud rolling 
over Birling Gap near 
Eastbourne in Sussex at 
the weekend, I couldn’t 
help thinking of the effect 
that such a phenomenon 
would have, should one be 
released from the Barry 
Incinerator. 

No-one knows what caused the 
Sussex cloud at the moment, and 
chances are that the toxic 
chemicals that affected tourists 
would be different to any emitted 
from the Barry incinerator, but 
the effect could be the same. 
Barry Island benefits from 


thousands of day-trippers visiting 
in coaches from Birmingham and 
the Midlands. It is all too easy for 
day-trippers to go to Weston- 
Super-Mare, rather than come to 
us here in Barry - thus losing 
trade and jobs in our town, which 
is already the poorest town in the 
Vale, according to its own council 
statistics. 

Those responsible for blighting 
our town with the incinerator - 
none of whom as yet has come 
forward to educate me on the 
plant’s benefits, as I requested in 
my last letter to The GEM - 
should ask themselves whether 
they would revisit a beach with 
their families where they had 
experienced being treated for 
exposure to a toxic mist? 


I wouldn’t, and neither would I 
buy one of the 2,000 new homes 
being built just a few hundred 
metres from the incinerator. 

In fact, to be honest I wouldn’t 
live there if you gave me one of 
the houses; and if I’m not alone 
in that feeling, then surely this 
too will have a knock-on effect 
for Barry’s regeneration? 

Our only hope is that Natural 
Resource Wales see sense and 
refuse a licence for this thing to 
operate. 

At least then some jobs can be 
created, as the thing is 
dismantled, taken away, and 
normality returns to our town.

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Police appeal after men in a 
van approach 11-year-old boy 


SOUTH Wales Police launched an 
investigation following a 
suspicious incident in which an 11- 
year-old boy was approached by 
two men in a van. 

The incident took place in Trinity Street, 
Barry, on Monday, August 21, between 
5pm and 9pm. 

A police spokeswoman said: “An 11- 
year-old boy was approached by a white 
transit style van with two male occupants - 
driver and passenger. 

“The passenger asked the boy to get into 


the van and said that they knew the boy’s 
mum. The boy ignored them and walked 
back onto Gadlys Road West towards 
Alexander Park. 

“The van reversed and followed the boy 
onto Gadlys Road West, but after the boy 
had walked into Alexander Park, the van 
drove off by turning back up towards 
Jenner Road and then left onto Jenner Road 
and into the direction of Romilly School.” 

The police have issued two descriptions. 

The driver is described as a white male, 
aged approximately 25 years old, with 
blond, scruffy hair, wearing a white top 


with ‘NEW YORK CITY’ across the front. 

The passenger is described as mixed 
race, aged approximately 30 years old, with 
stubble on his face, wearing a black, flat- 
peak baseball cap and a black short-sleeve 
Armani top, and of thin build. He was 
smoking and had a local accent.

In fact, it was 
probably the easiest 
decision of the 
linesman’s career. 

I appreciate that the 
view on TV was less 
conclusive than my own 
excellent and immediate 
view. 

As a regular spectator 
of football at all levels, I 
realise that, 
unfortunately, it’s the 
norm for players who 
have just conceded a 
goal to blame everyone 
except themselves. 

But at a time when 
recruiting officials is a 
topic for concern, the 
sight of players, who 
had just served up an 
abysmal performance 
lacking in basic skills, 
screaming and swearing 
at a linesman, who was 
so spot-on with his 
decision, illustrates why 
new recruitment is 
proving so difficult.

violently murdered. 
There is no mystery in 
this case.” 

Mr Taylor said that 
blood staining in the flat 
fitted in with the victim 
being pursued from the 
living room into the hall 
of the flat. 

He said Davies and 
Mr Hawkins had come 
to Edinburgh from 
Wales “as best of 
friends”, but added there 
was evidence that had 
changed and there was 
friction between them. 

He said that appeared 
to have reached a climax 
in the earlier incident, 
when Davies menaced 
his victim with a knife. 

Davies told police 
that he had taken Valium 
and claimed that he also 
had a needle of heroin 
and ecstasy. A blood test 
later proved negative for 
ecstasy and opiate 
drugs, but gave an 
indication that he had 
taken diazepam and 
cannabis. 

During a hostile 
interview with 

detectives Davies 
claimed he was 
unconscious and did not 
know what had 
happened. He told 
police: “Ashley, I can’t 
even stand the guy.” 

He called him “a 
******* idiot” and 
added: “I just really 
don’t like the kid.” 

Defence counsel 
Keith Stewart QC, for 
Davies, said: “He 
maintains his position 
that he does not 
remember anything that 
happened in the flat.” 

He asked the judge to 
deal with Davies on the 
basis that the murder 
was not a premeditated 
crime.

At St Cyres School 97.4 
per cent passed with A*- 


G grades. 

Pupils at Llantwit 
Major School achieved 
96.7 per cent A* - G 
passes and 61.7 per cent 
A* -C. 

The county’s only 
Welsh medium school, 
Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg, kept their 
steady success with 97.5 
per cent of pupils passing 
with A*-G grades and 
74.3 per cent with A* - C. 

Meanwhile, pupils at 
Bryn Hafren, Barry 
Comprehensive School 
and St Richard Gwyn 
Catholic High recorded 
A*-G pass rates of 93.6 
per cent, 95.4 per cent 
and 97.5 per cent and A* 
- C rates of 46.7 per cent, 
53.1 per cent and 64.6 
per cent respectively. 

Coun Bob Penrose,

“Due to changes in 
how GCSE papers are set 
and grades are awarded, 
this year’s results cannot 


be meaningfully 

compared to last year’s. 
However, what they do 
tell us is that we have 
some fantastic teachers 
and support staff 
working in the Vale. 

“As a local authority, 
we now look forward to 
harnessing this expertise 
as we continue to support 
Welsh Government’s 
reforms and to enabling 
those working in our 
schools to play a much 
more central role in the 
planning and delivery of 
national policy.” 

The new examinations 
introduced this year test a 
different knowledge base 
and skills sets than the 
previous examinations 
which means that the 
results cannot be 
meaningfully compared. 
This year’s results will 
form a new baseline for 
comparison purposes; 
trend data won’t be 
available until 2019.

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NatWest closes Dinas Powys branch

THE Dinas Powys 
branch of NatWest 
bank is set to shut 
its doors for the 
final time on 
November 16. 

The nearest branch for 
Dinas Powys customers 
will now be on Plymouth 
Road in Penarth, 2.8 
miles away. 

NatWest previously 
announced its intention 
to close the branch on 
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April 16, 2016, due to a 
reduction in customer 
use since 2011 (56 per 
cent reduction, with only 
18 regular users). 

However, the 

temporary closure of the 
Penarth branch due to 
property damage, led to a 
suspension of the closure 
date for the Dinas Powys 
branch. 

Now that full repair 
works have been 
undertaken in Penarth, 
the branch will be 
reopening in September, 
and the bank will be 
proceeding with its 
original decision to close 
the Dinas Powys branch. 

A NatWest bank 
spokesperson stated: 
“We are proactively 
communicating with our 
customers affected by the 
closure and will be 
contacting vulnerable 
customers and regular 
branch users - and will 
be adhering in full to the 
new Access to Banking 
Standard. 

“We know that not all 
of our customers are 
comfortable or familiar 
with using online or 
mobile banking, so we 
have created a ‘new 
specialist taskforce of 
NatWest TechXperts’ 
who will be dedicated to 
supporting our customers 
with training and support 
with digital skills, until 
the branch closes.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “I am very 

disappointed to learn that 
a date has been set for the 


closure of Dinas Powys’ 
branch of NatWest. The 
community has fought 
hard to stop the closure; 
however, the regretful 
decision has been made 
by the bank. 

“While I understand 
that NatWest is keen for 
those customers affected 
by the closure to travel to 
Penarth or, alternatively, 
use online banking, I am 
conscious that this is not 
possible for everyone. 

“I will, therefore, be 
requesting that the 
NatWest mobile bank 
visits the village on a 
more frequently in order 
that those who cannot 
travel easily or have 
access to the internet can 
continue to be served by 
the bank.” 

Dinas Powys 

councillor Vince Driscoll 
added: “Although we 
knew in the village that 
the closure was 
inevitable, the setting of 
a definite date for closure 
remains disheartening. 

“My fellow 

councillors for Dinas 
Powys and I seek to 
ensure that all those 
affected will still be able 
to bank with as little 
inconvenience as 

possible. 

“I will be requesting a 
meeting with the 
designated TechXperts - 
to learn how much 
further support will be 
needed for those who 
cannot bank online, or 
travel to Penarth.”

'Look again at residents’

Councillor for Dyfan, 
Leighton Rowlands 
added: “I was 

disappointed that the 
requested zebra crossing 
was seen as unnecessary. 
I do not think that a 30- 
minute survey of the 
traffic travelling along 
Lakin Drive is sufficient. 

“I will, therefore, be 
organising for a further, 
more comprehensive 
survey of the traffic to be 
taken.” 
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MP FOR the Vale, 
Alun Cairns, is 
calling on the Vale 
Council to recon¬ 
sider the request of 
residents for a zebra 
crossing on Lakin 
Drive, Highlight 
Park.

Why Joanne is taking on a 
'one million step challenge’ 


A WOMAN from 
Barry is taking on 
the ‘One Million 
Step Challenge’ for 
Diabetes UK after 
her son was 
diagnosed with 
Type 1 diabetes. 

The event takes place 
between July 1 and 
September 30, and 
invites people to ‘push 
themselves out of their 
comfort zone’ by taking 
one million steps over 
three months and 
getting sponsored for 
every stride. 

Joanne Simpson, 43, 
is taking part because 
her son Liam, now 17, 
was diagnosed with 
Type 1 diabetes when 
he was 12. 

By the time he was 
diagnosed, Liam was in 
diabetic ketoacidosis 
(DKA), a life- 
threatening condition 
that requires urgent 
medical attention. 

Doctors were initially 
worried he may not 
survive the night, and 
Liam spent two days 
recovering in the high 
dependency unit at 
hospital. 

It will take Joanne at 
least 10,000 steps a day 
to reach her total. She is 
now over the halfway 
point of her challenge 
and well on her way to 
the magic one million. 

She has been training 
hard for the event and 
said: “Liam was

seriously ill when he 
was diagnosed. He had 
just come back from 
holiday and fell into a 
coma. We rushed him 
straight to hospital 
where doctors told me 
he had Type 1 diabetes 
and that he may not 
survive the night. 

“It was an incredibly 
scary time for our 
family, but after two 
days, he regained 
consciousness. Luckily, 
there was no damage to 
his internal organs. 

“Liam manages his 
diabetes really well and 
is in good health. But it 
could so easily have 
gone the other way. 

“My view is that my 
son has to face 


challenges every day 
with diabetes, so me 
facing this challenge is 
nothing in comparison. 
Some days are harder 
than others but I am 
making time to ensure 


that I hit a minimum of 
10,000 steps per day. 

“I work in an office, 
so sometimes I have to 
put extra effort in to 
make sure that I do 
achieve them. My 
challenge ends in 
September, but his is for 
life.” 

Joseph Cuff, Diabetes 
UK Cymru’s 
fundraising manager, 
said: “People can walk 
it, jog it or dance it. 
There is so much choice 
about how people can 
achieve one million 
steps. We’re really 
grateful to Joanne for 
joining in. 

“Every penny raised 
will help us to support 
the millions of people 
living with diabetes in 
the UK - so please give 
generously to back her 
amazing effort.”

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‘Development will put even more 
pressure on local transport system’ 


Welsh Government 
is urged to rein 
in plans for 460 
new houses in Vale 



PLANS to build 460 houses on 
land just off the A4119 will put 
even greater pressures on 
transport infrastructure in the 
Vale, says South Wales Central 
regional AM Andrew RT 
Davies. 

A planning application has been 
submitted for the Cefn Yr Hendy 
development on land between Miskin, 
Talbot Green and Mwyndy. 

“It also has the potential to create 
problems for villages in the rural Vale 
- including Hensol, Welsh St Donats 
and Pendoylan - as it will worsen 
existing capacity issues at Junction 34 
of the M4,” he argues. 

As well as submitting a formal 
objection to Rhondda Cynon Taf 
County Borough Council, the Welsh 
Tory leader has written to the Cabinet 
Secretary for Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths AM asking 
her to call in the planning application. 

He has cited particular issues of 
national significance, including the 


fact the application goes beyond the 
locality and will affect residents of the 
Vale and Cardiff too. 

“Residents of Pontyclun, Miskin 
and Talbot Green, have rightly 
expressed concerns about the 
proposed development at Cefn Yr 
Hendy, but the potential problems go 
far beyond these areas. 

“With the site so close to a Junction 
34, adding so many new houses will 
inevitably exacerbate existing capacity 
issues with the road infrastructure. 

“Vale residents using the junction 
will feel the effects of this, as will the 
village of Hensol, which is located 
close by. 

“I have, therefore, formally 
objected to the development, but there 
are also issues of national significance 
at stake. 

“So I’ve also written to the Cabinet 
Secretary and asked her to call in the 
application - and I hope she will do so 
to ensure these are not ignored.”

Councillor 
would vote 
against 
allowances 


A Barry town 
councillor has said 
he will vote against 
the introduction of 
councillors’ 
allowances, when 
the issue comes 
under discussion at 
a council meeting 
on Monday, 
September 4. 

The only councillors 
who have received 
allowances in the past 
have been the Mayor of 
Barry Town Council and 
the Deputy Mayor - in 
the last financial year, 
2016-17, that totalled 
£3,303. 

Councillors are due to 
discuss a report by the 
Independent 
Remuneration Panel 
Wales, which 
determines the 
allowances that can be 
paid to elected members 
of councils. 

It could mean 
councillors getting 
reimbursed for expenses 
involving things like 
travel and telephone 
calls. 


Dyfan councillor 
Vincent Bailey said: “I 
would vote against any 
moves to introduce 
allowances for town 
councillors. 

“I took this role on 
knowing full well that 
my time and travel 
would come out of my 
own pocket. 

“That money would 
be much better spent on 
local community 
groups, charities and 
supporting struggling 
small businesses. 

“What worries me, 
though, is the fact that 
these decisions can be 
taken by us at all. 

“It sends a pretty 
poor signal to residents 
when they can see 
politicians taking votes 
on their own pay.” 

Coun Bailey added: 
“Clearly, this is a matter 
for individual members. 
I hope that others will 
agree with me that this 
is not the best use of 
public money, and once 
again roundly reject 
proposals to introduce 
allowances.”

“Should other parties wish to 
make representations after this date, I 
would encourage them to contact 
NRW directly to advise when it can 
expect to receive comments (which 
should be as soon as possible).” 

Ms Hutt has now updated the local 
protest group, DIAG, about this 
response.

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Soderbergh’s big screen 
return Is not so Lucky 
in flat heist film... 


I S retirement all 
it’s cracked up 
to be? Not if 
you’re Steven 
Soderbergh; 
having announced 
his retirement from 
directing after 
Behind The 
Candelabra , 
Soderbergh 
softened his stance 
by helming all the 
episodes of TV 
series The Knick , 
before announcing 
his return to the 
(cinematic) fray 
with Logan Lucky. 

It stars Channing 
Tatum and Adam 
Driver as Jimmy and 
Clyde Logan, brothers 
who are renowned for 
their poor luck. When 
Jimmy is fired from his 
job, the pair turn to 
crime, specifically a 
heist at a NASCAR 
event. 

Using the services of 
explosives expert Joe 
Bang (Daniel Craig), 
having broken him out 
of prison, the trio 
attempt to pull off the 
heist. However, their 
actions draw the 
attention of an FBI 
agent (Hilary Swank) 
who is determined to 
catch them... 

Given his body of 
work and the cast 
assembled for his long- 
awaited return to the 
big screen, Steven 
Soderbergh’s Logan 
Lucky should be firing 
on all cylinders, a film 
riffing on Soderbergh’s 
blockbuster territory of 


the Oceans films, while 
also carrying the 
quirkiness that has 
pervaded all his work. 

Unfortunately, while 
Logan Lucky has its 
moments, it’s a film too 
underdeveloped to 
impress, a shaggy dog 
story where the story 
just doesn’t carry the 
requisite amount of 
charm to connect, and 
while Soderbergh gives 
the film a shot of 
energy, it’s just not 
enough. 

The film’s 

background is probably 
more captivating than 
the film itself in many 
ways. The credited 
scriptwriter, Rebecca 
Blunt, doesn’t actually 
exist, with rumours 
hinting that it could 
actually be Soderbergh 
himself, his wife, or 
several other people. 

Whoever the real 
writer is, they should 
have done a better job 
than what has made it 
to screen. 

What should be a 
straightforward heist 
flick is sidetracked with 
odd subplots involving 
NASCAR drivers and 
their sponsors (a 
bemused Sebastian Stan 
and a grating Seth 
McFarlane, getting to 
grips with an atrocious 
moustache and an even 
more atrocious 
hairpiece), the 
ramifications of the 
heist itself and a prison 
where the warden 
refuses to acknowledge 
even the smallest 
problem. 

But what it doesn’t 
do is provide our

characters with any 
great level of motiv¬ 
ation for what it is 
they’re doing.

right thing and turning 
to crime to achieve it. 
Adam Driver, as his 
brother, is equally solid, 
working on the heist at 
ground level while 
Tatum’s character 
worries about the finer 
details. 

The ace in the pack 
comes from Daniel 
Craig, as explosives 
expert Joe Bang; 
bleached blonde hair, 
southern accent, he’s as 
far away from his usual 
screen persona as he’s 
ever been, and while 
his turn may not have 
much depth, it does 
provide much of the 
entertainment. 

Indeed, the heist 
portion of the film 
smacks of Soderbergh’s 
effortlessly cool and 
clinical editing work, 
wonderfully constructed 
as he slowly and surely 
eases up the tension. 

But the aftermath is a 
damp squib, spinning 
off somewhere less 
expected and a little 
baffling, attempting to 
throw a spanner into the 
lives of those involved, 
but failing to land. 

Hilary Swank’s 


dogged FBI agent is 
essentially a cameo, 
and a lacklustre one at 
that. 

It makes sense that 
Soderbergh would want 
to subvert his most 
commercially 
successful work and try 
not to raise the ghosts 
of the Oceans franchise; 
but Logan Lucky lacks 
that wow factor, feeling 
like a 2017 redux 
featuring ‘simple- 
minded folk’ rather than 
career criminals. 

It could have been 
something truly special; 
instead, it’s something 
truly underwhelming. 

VERDICT: 

Reasonably entertaining 
before the final third 
becomes a damp squib, 
Logan Lucky is a flat 
return to the big screen 
for Steven Soderbergh. 

The cast are decent, 
the direction strong, but 
the story just doesn’t 
cut the mustard and 
needed sharper writing 
to really click into gear. 
Average.

I also explained that 
the head set I had to wear 
as a switchboard operator 
had never sat 
comfortably over the 
hearing aids and I got 
repeated feedback which 
gave me a lot of trouble 
with calls.

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Houses, streets and roads in Merthyr 
Dovan and Barry Dock 1885-95 


PART 4 


LOCAL HISTORIAN LAURIE OWEN 
CONTINUES HIS FASCINATING 
SERIES ON THE GROWTH OF 
BARRY AROUND THE TURN OF THE 
CENTURY. 


O NCE the Barry Docks Bill was given 
Royal Assent in 1884, Wenvoe Estate 
land greatly increased in value. 

Royalties would come from the Docks Company 
and on their land would be built the cemetery, 
churches, schools, hospitals, reservoirs, the 
gasworks, playing fields, allotments and eventually 
the Town Hall. 

Prior to that event, farms included Highlight, 
Brynhill, Colcot, White, Buttrills, Rectory, Holton, 
Gibbonsdown, Witchill and Brooks. The old 
‘highways’ from Stumpy Hall via Merthyr Dovan 
and Crossway; from Coldcot via Fellonsway and 
Holton Farm; from Cadoxton Common, came 
together at the Buttrills then went south to the 
villages of ‘Holton Fawr and Fach’. Another came 
from Weston, below Maes-y-Cwm Wood and one 
from east Barry to Holton. 

In the 1889 School Board election, candidates 
from Cadoxton were listed as ‘Barry Dock Town’, 
causing great confusion for residents, as well 
hindering my own research. Months later, the 
Docks Company suggested to the Local Board that 
Cadoxton Station be called East Barry and Barry 
Station be renamed West Barry, but thankfully, 
common sense prevailed. 

Cadoxton was the largest village and east Barry 
had 300 houses built in the first few years, but 
‘Holton’ was destined to be the hub, linking the 
three districts which would be called Barry. 

In 1891, there were a few houses on the south 
side of Crogan Hill and John Jewel Williams was 
resident at ‘Tynewydd House’. Further west was 
Buttrills Farm and House, where the Rev Sims, a 
friend of William Wilberforce, had once lived, but 
the rest was mainly open fields and Newlands 
Wood, with no development to the north. 

Going up Holton Road on the left, houses in 
Evans, Spencer and Richard Streets were being let 
at 6s a week and for sale at £150/170 by July 1889. 
Seven years later, 2, 3, and 4 Spencer Street were 
on offer at £132.10s. Dr. Treharne, in his new 
residence at 1 Belle Vue Terrace by December, had 
opened a surgery in August at the home of a Mrs 
Clarke of 1 Evans Street, Williams’ Field. 

Lombard and Regent Streets were soon 
populated and 61 plots in Newland Street were let 
in just one day - a 21st century estate agent’s 
paradise. In September 1893 there was some 
debate over naming the ‘extension of Newland 
Street’. The Wenvoe Castle Estate wanted to call it 
‘Laura Place’ (Laura Frances Birch married Lord of 
the Manor Robert Francis Lascelles Jenner in 
1873), but 20/30 property owners objected, 
preferring either Newland Crescent or Woodland 
Road and the latter name was agreed. 

In February 1894, plans were passed for the 
Barry Dock Land Syndicate to build 54 houses in 
Beryl Street and three were being sold two years 
later for £175, with tenants paying weekly rents of 
9s. 


The following year, the Holton Building Estate 
Company were meant to build 51 houses in 
Kendrick Road, but for some reason they were 
delayed for several years. 

On the eastern side of Tynewydd Road was a 
quarry and lime kiln and although the Barry Dock 
Town Syndicate named two new streets Maes-y- 
cwm and Crossways (later renamed Wyndham) in 
May 1892, no houses were built there or in Evelyn, 
Cora and Watson Streets within the timeline of this 
story. 

To the north east of Holton and Court Roads in 
November 1889 the Barry Dock Land Syndicate, 
with influential directors including Phillip Morel, J 
Pyke Thompson and Colonel Guthrie, began work 
on about 30 acres near the police station: 500 
villas, shops and warehouses were planned and 
Cardiff contractor Richard Smith announced that 
200 plots had already been taken in one week. 

Most importantly, they had already been 
connected to the Wenvoe Castle sewer at a cost of 
£5,000. The following month, the syndicate 
acquired the 75 acres of Brooks Farm from Richard 
Bassett, with some plots reserved for places of 
worship and houses in Station, Graving Dock, 
Castleand, Pyke (rental 9s), Morel, Brook and 
Bassett Streets (6/8s). 

Formerly of Bonvilstone, Richard Bassett lived 
near Newbury and was a JP and deputy Lieutenant 
of Glamorgan who also owned Biglis Farm, but 
then after a long illness, he died in 1891 aged 70. 

Directors of this syndicate were Philip Morel, 
who was born in Jersey but came to Cardiff to seek 
his fortune at the age of 20 in 1862. He was later 
joined by his brother Thomas and together they 
became shipowners and iron ore importers, until by 
1890 they owned and managed 36 ships at Cardiff. 

Thomas was active in Cardiff as an Alderman 
and Mayor before being knighted in 1899. Both 
brothers served as JPs and Thomas died at just 56 
in 1903, followed five years later by 67-year-old 
Philip. 

James Pyke Thompson was another director, who 


had begun working with his father Charles in 1864, 
managing the ‘Spillers’ flour mills in Cardiff. As 
an art connoisseur/collector, he built the ‘Turner 
House’ gallery in Penarth in 1888 and made large 
donations to the National Museum. Following his 
sudden death in 1897, aged just 51, Cardiff 
Museum opened the Pyke Thompson Room filled 
with his watercolour collection, bequeathed in his 
will. 

Businessmen often receive bad press in their 
desire to amass huge fortunes, but this gentleman 
wanted his art collection to be seen by everyone. 

The other director was Lieutenant Colonel John 
Guthrie JP, a shipbroker/owner and director of both 
the Barry Docks and Graving Dock Companies, 
who died in 1901 aged 72. Although these three 
men were responsible for the development of a 
major part of this district, it was significant that 
they all lived in Penarth and served as magistrates 
together. 

It was reported in 1892 that Pyke Street had a 
great number of houses with Welsh names such as 
Bryn-y-Mor, Brynawel, Emlyn and Tyllwyd, 
prompting another reader to mention politics with 
Gladstone and Granville. 

From the Bassett on the south side of Holton 
Road, houses were built in Robert (H&C water bath 
9s), Burlington (9s), Jewel and Morgan Streets. 
Architects Richards & Gethin registered three new 
streets near Holton Road to be named Thomas, 
Robert and Darlington, but two of them did not 
materialise. 

The Coigne Terrace Building Company built 
16 houses therein in 1891 and in the following year 
was voluntarily wound up, citing the depressed 
state of the district, with many empty houses. Men 
working in Barry, often preferred to live in Penarth 
or Cardiff, as Holton was ‘reeking with excrement 
and filth’, making living conditions unpleasant, 
with sheep and horses roaming and packs of dogs 
running wild. 

In November 1893 the new road from the 
Bassett to the Dock was named Jewel Street and a 
house was built for J Sydenham, but the Castle 
Hotel was still five years away. 

John Jewel Williams, the Devon-born hotelier at 
the Royal Hotel, was a highly respected member of 
the Local Board for eight years from 1888-96. It 
was not widely known that he was a veteran hero 
of the Crimean and Indian Wars, serving as a Royal 
Artillery Officer and the holder of three war 
medals. When he died in 1912 he was living at 
Cadoxton House. 

George, Castleand, Graving Dock, Station, and 
Cross Streets, led to Kingsland Crescent where in 
1891, JC Meggitt donated a cottage for the first 
hospital at number 34. A reader of the Barry Dock 
News was pleased to record the quality of houses in 
this crescent and in Travis Street. 

Lower down Holton Road on the south side 
Merthyr, Gueret, Travis, Sydenham, Fryatt, 
Thompson and Greenwood Streets were already 
populated, with rents from 5s.9d to 6s.6d. 

In 1890, there were 53 master builders working 
in Cadoxton and Barry, as well as many more 
working alone. 

Greenwood Cottage Company built 16 houses in 
that street; Mr Hind built 46 houses for £6,003 in 
Wood Street (later Merthyr Street) for the Holton 
Land & Building Company and two were later sold 
for £120 each; Victoria Cottage Company had plans 
in 1889 to erect 50 workmen’s cottages in Wood 
Street; Holton (Barry) Syndicate leased five acres 
at Holton from the Wenvoe Estate, to be let in plots 
with nine or 10 builders already on site; Kingsland 
Crescent Building Company took 71 plots 
adjoining the Barry Dock Hotel; Maxwell Building 
Club, 28 houses in Pyke Street. 

Regulating builders in those first few years must 
have been a nightmare, when 157 plans were 
presented and passed at one meeting, including: 16 
shops and 12 houses in Holton Road plus 34 shops 
for Messrs. Jones, Lewis and Williams; 10 in 
Graving Dock, 12 in Station, six in Castleand, 
another 14 in Station Street, five near the police 
station, 34 in Morel, 18 cottages in Guthrie and 18 
in Travis Street. 

With houses going up piecemeal, it is a wonder 
that streets ever ended up with houses lined up in a 
neat and orderly fashion. 

Plans for shops in Thompson Street were passed 
in 1890: 46 for Roberts and Lewis; six for 
Sydenham and two blocks of houses for Thomas 
Sydenham. 

Thompson Street was the direct route for seamen 
from the Docks to Holton and with cafes, 
restaurants and bars, all the ingredients for trouble 
and strife were in place. With money to spend, 
prostitutes lined up to satisfy their needs and the 
area soon gained a worldwide reputation as a place 
of ill-repute. Gueret Street in particular was at the 
heart of the problem, with properties being let to 
‘undesirables’ who opened brothels and ‘shebeens’ 
(unregulated drinking dens), which inevitably led to 
fights and all things immoral. 

It was said that constables would not venture 
into the area alone and a resident described how the 
area had been ‘converted into the most unhallowed 
haunts of vice and degradation’. 

Following a serious fire in 1895, an owner 


agreed to eject the ‘baddies’, repair and upgrade his 
many houses in the street and then later make them 
available to working-class people to buy at £120 or 
to rent from 5 to 10s a week. The council seized the 
opportunity to help cleanse the area by renaming it 
Hirwaun Street, in the hope that its bad name 
would soon fade. 

Louis Jean Baptiste Gueret was born in France in 
1844 and crossed the Channel to make his fortune. 
He became a colliery proprietor and steamship 
owner, founded a coal exporting and patent fuel 
manufacturing business and was an original 
director of both the Barry Docks and Graving Dock 
Companies. He died a very wealthy man in 1908. 

Thompson Street had always been a muddy lane 
into which the tide flowed, but by February 1894, a 
reader was pleased to report that he no longer 
needed sea-boots to get from the dock to Holton, 
via Thompson and Gueret Street. 

Thomas Roe Thompson was bom in Durham and 
was a ship broker in Cardiff by 1871, before 
becoming a shipowner and director of both the 
Barry Docks and the Graving Dock Companies. 

All the men featured in this story became very 
wealthy because of their links to coal, ships and 
property. They rightly had streets named after them 
in recognition of their contributions to this new 
community, but it must have been galling for the 
last two, having their names linked to so much bad 
publicity. 

As teenagers in the late 1950s, brought up on 
tales of its past notoriety, we dared to walk down 
Thompson to Travis Street one evening and there 
on the corner ‘looking for business’, was the best- 
known lady of the night. Needless to say we made 
a hasty exit, even though we had the comfort of 
numbers. 

A short time later, as a young taxi driver, the 
most frightening fare you could be asked to find 
was in the ‘Chain Locker’ of the Barry Dock Hotel. 
The Royal and Vic were like the ‘Wild West’, but 
the Locker still had its aura from years gone by. 

Whether new public roads such as Buttrills, 
Holton, Tynewydd and Court should be 40 or 60 
feet-wide was the subject of endless debate and 
decisions would be deferred time and again. 

The footpath from Court Road to Holton was in 
a shocking state in December 1889, but the new 
road was still some time away. In October 1891, 
the roads to the main police station from Cadoxton 
via Weston Hill and from Barry Road were opened. 
TA Walker, the Docks contractor had built the 
County Police Station at Holton Road in 1886. 

Roadmen were paid 3s.6d a day and four years 
later this was increased to £1.2s a week for the first 
year, then Is more in the following two years and 
£1.4s thereafter. Sensing an opportunity, the 
steamroller driver pointed out that in Cardiff the 
wage was £1.12s.6d., but his request for an increase 
of 2s.6d was refused. 

On ‘Crogan Hill’, disgraceful scenes were 
reported of coffins falling off the back of funeral 
carts, but it was 1895 before Master Builder Frank 
Small from Taunton, finally won the contract to 
upgrade this road. 


The Public Works Committee agreed to maintain 
the old footpaths from Crogan Hill past Tynewydd 
to the Buttrills and Barry; from Buttrills to Colcot 
Farm and Merthyr Dovan; Felon’s Way to Port 
Road; Colcot Arms to Highlight Cross; Merthyr 
Dovan near White Farm to Bryn Hill. 

At a public inquiry in December 1892, the Board 
clerk JA Hughes reported that with a population 
around 15,000 in 3,200 houses, over an area of 
3,383 acres, it was time that a main road was 
constructed from Cardiff to the west. The old 
highway from the north of Porthkerry via 
Cwmciddy, Colcot and Wenvoe was still the only 
route and landowners had agreed to a 40 feet wide 
road. 

However, Port Road had still not been upgraded 
by September 1914. 

In February 1894 the surveyor was asked to 
report on a 40-foot road from Orchard Street, Little 
Holton to the Buttrills, but it would be two more 
years before its completion, just in time for the 
opening of the new Intermediate School. 

The decision was made in September 1895 for a 
50-foot road from Barry Road down to Holton, but 
tenders to ‘form and metal’ Tynewydd Road were 
not sought for another six months. 

Although outside the scope of this story, in 
January 1899 a debate occurred regarding a 
proposed 70-feet main road through the centre of 
the district from Weston Square, via Love’s Quarry, 
crossing Court Road at the rear of Woodland Road 
to join Holton Road near Barry Brewery. From the 
quarry to Broad Street would likely cost £12,244, 
with the council paying £7,687 and the Wenvoe 
Castle Estate, Woodland Estate Company and the 
Barry Dock Town Syndicate together paying 
£4,557. 

JC Meggitt was not an admirer of syndicates, 
referring to them as “the greatest curse of the town” 
and only interested in money. 

After a long and lively debate, Gladstone Road 
was defeated in a vote which required a two thirds 
majority, but the portion from the quarry just below 
Cadoxton Court to Court Road near the slaughter 
house, was completed for about £6,000. 

Then later, E Osmond of Ely laid the section 
from Court Road to Broad Street for 
£4,519.17s.7d., but some cottages in Weston Street 
and Courtenay Road were still being demolished in 
July 1901 to enable the completion of that main 
thoroughfare. 

A Local Government Board inquiry in May 1902 
sanctioned the widening of the road from Holton 
Farm to Colcot Farm (near the Colcot Arms) at a 
cost of £4,328 and from there on to Port Road for a 
further £2,222. 

Barry Island was owned at the time by Lord 
Windsor and was accessible at low tide across the 
causeway. Although plans for three houses and a 
shop were passed for S Trigg in July 1893, it was 
two years later before 16 more houses were 
approved. The new Marine Hotel opened in the 
summer of 1893, with visitors arriving by ferry 
from the Ship Inn, by sea to the pier, or on foot at 
low tide.

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LEST WE FORGET... 

BARRY’S WAR DEAD 
TOLL, AUGUST 1917 


T HE Third Battle of Ypres 
continued in the mud of 
Flanders with the capture 
of Westhoek on August 10, and 
the Battle of Langemarck August 
16 to 18, a defeat for the Allies. 

Private Denis Cornelius Ferrissey of the 
9th Btn Welsh Regiment was killed in 
action August 1, 1917. He has no known 
grave and thus is commemorated on the 
Menin Gate Memorial, Ypres. 

Bom in 1897, he was the son of 
William and the late Norah Ferrissey of 46 
Harvey Street, Cadoxton, Barry. He served 
in France from October 4, 1915. 

Private Albert Coslett of the 15th Btn 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers was killed in action 
on August 4, 1917. He has no known 
grave. His brother, Private Herbert Coslett 
of the Cardiff City Battalion, wrote to his 
mother Mrs Coslett, 36 Dinam Street, 
Barry Docks informing her of the death of 
his youngest brother in France in the 
recent fighting, having been shot in the 
heart by a sniper during a bombing attack 
on the German trench. 

Private Coslett, who was 19 years of 
age, had only been at the Front four 
months, this being his first battle. His 
brother, who had seen the grave, said that 
it was kept trim and tidy (sadly the grave 
was lost in subsequent fighting and Albert 
is commemorated on the Menin Gate 
Memorial). 

A second brother, Sergeant-Major ER 
Coslett, Royal Field Artillery was also at 
the Front; while another brother, Sapper W 
Coslett, had been discharged and invalided 
from the Barry Company of the Royal 
Engineers. 

Private Arthur Nelson Cirell of the 12th 
Btn Royal Fusiliers was killed in action on 
August 3, 1917. He has no known grave 
and is thus commemorated on the Menin 
Gate Memorial. Age 21, he was the son of 
Mrs Alice Jane Stapleton of 20, Churchill 
Terrace, Cadoxton, Barry. 

Lance-Corporal Walter Thomas Scott of 
the 11th (Service) Battalion Rifle Brigade 
was killed in action in France on August 
10 1917; he is buried in Bard Cottage 
Cemetery, Ypres, Belgium. Bom in 
Newport, Monmouth in 1887, he was the 
son of the late Mr Thomas Scott and of 
Mrs Elizabeth George, 65 Graving Dock 
Street, Barry Docks. 

He enlisted in September 1914 and had 
served in France 25 months, having 
previously been wounded in September 
1916. Before he enlisted he had been 
employed by the Barry Railway Company. 

Gunner AE Doyle, ‘B’ Bty, 71st Bde 
Royal Field Artillery died of wounds on 
August 14, 1917. He has no known grave 
and is commemorated on the Menin Gate 
Memorial. On September 7 the Barry 
Dock News reported that: ‘Private Ernest 
Alfred Doyle, son of Mr and Mrs J Doyle, 
19, Lombard Street, Barry Docks, and 
husband of Mrs Doyle, 33, Brook Street, 
Barry Docks has been killed in action in 
France, whilst serving with his regiment, 
the Royal Field Artillery. 

Private Doyle was 30 years of age, and 
was employed by Messrs J Marshall and 
Co, meat purveyors, Barry Docks, for 11 
years and was latterly employed by Messrs 
England and Co, potato importers. He was 
an old pupil of St Helen’s Roman Catholic 
School. His father served through the Zulu 
Campaign with the 57th (West Middlesex) 
Regiment, and holds the Zulu medal. 
Private Doyle enlisted on December 12, 
1916 and was in France the following 
June. He leaves a widow and one child.’ 

Driver Charles Frederick Beecham of 
‘B’ Bty, 122nd Bde, Royal Field Artillery 
was killed in action on August 14, 1917. 
He is buried in Canada Farm Cemetery, 
Flanders, Belgium. Bom in Barry, he was 
the son of Harriet Beecham; he enlisted in 
Mountain Ash. 

Private Arthur Champ of the lst/2nd 
Monmouthshire Regiment, youngest son 
of Mr J Champ, 17 Beatrice Road, 
Cadoxton, Barry was killed in France on 
August 18 by a shell as he was returning 
to his trench from an attack. He is buried 
in Artillery Wood Cemetery, Belgium. 

Aged 19, he had joined the 3rd Btn of 
the Monmouthshire Regiment 18 months 


earlier with his brother, Private William 
Champ who served in France in the 
Warwickshire Regiment. He arrived in 
France on March 14, 1917 and had 
previously been wounded on May 26, 
1917. 

Corporal WG Pratt of the 15th Btn 
Welsh Regiment was killed in action on 
August 22, 1917. He has no known grave 
and thus is commemorated on the Tyne 
Cot Memorial, Flanders. 

The Barry Dock News reported that: 
‘The War Office have informed Mrs Pratt 
of 110, Porthkerry Road, Barry that her 
husband, Corporal William George Pratt 
(22), 15th Welsh Regt, was killed by a 
shell in France on August 22. Corporal 
Pratt had been with the Forces since the 
outbreak of war, being called up as a 
Territorial. He was formerly with the 7th 
Welsh Cyclists but was later transferred to 
the 15th Welsh. 

‘He had one child, and before enlisting 
was a haulier in the employ of Messrs J 
Gay and Son, coal merchants, Barry 
Docks. He had two brothers in the Army, 
Sergt Ernest Pratt serving in Egypt with 
the 53rd Cyclists’ Division, and Signaller 
Thomas Pratt, Welsh Guards, who had 
been home on leave last week.’ 

Corporal Stanley W Beckinsale of the 
75th Brigade, Royal Field Artillery was 
killed in action on August 23, 1917. He is 
buried in Canada Farm Cemetery. Aged 
23, he was the son of Mr and Mrs W 
Beckinsale of 34 Gaen Street, Barry. 

Private Herbert Albert Barrett of the 
45th Company of the Machine Gun Corps 
(formerly 49466, Welsh Regt) was killed 
in action on August 23, 1917. He has no 
known grave and thus is commemorated 
on the Tyne Cot Memorial. 

Private John Leonard Baker of the 3rd 
Btn, Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry 
died at home on August 23, 1917 and is 
buried in Plymouth (Western Mill) 
Cemetery. Born on September 9, 1898 at 
Barry Dock, the son of Walter and Frances 
Baker, he had previously served as a boy 
seaman in the Royal Navy from March 16, 
1914 to November 25, 1914 before 
enlisting. He had arrived in France on 
October 26, 1915. 

Donkey man John Goddard of the SS 
Veghtstroom Mercantile Marine drowned 
on August 23, 1917 as a result of an attack 
by an enemy submarine. Aged 34, he was 
the son of Sarah Goddard and the late 
George Goddard; husband of Mabel 
Gertrude Goddard (nee Dyer) of 42, 

Arthur Street, Cadoxton. Born at Penarth. 

The SS Veghtstroom on a voyage from 
Penarth to Havre with a cargo of coal was 
sunk by the German submarine UC-47 
(Paul Hundius), seven miles northwest of 
the Godrevy lighthouse. Five persons were 
lost. 

Sailor Ivor Leslie Curtis of the SS 
Heatherside , Mercantile Marine drowned 
on August 24, 1917 as a result of an attack 
by an enemy submarine. Aged 17, he was 
the son of Lionel Edgar and Emma 
Elizabeth Curtis (nee Benneworth) of 2, 
Station Street, Barry Docks. The SS 
Heatherside , on a voyage from Newport 
via Milford Haven to Malta with a cargo 
of coal was sunk by the German 
submarine U-93 (Helmut Gerlach), 
northwest from Cape Ortegal. 27 persons 
were lost. 

Second Lieutenant Reginald Rees Jones 
DSO of the 1st Btn Welsh Guards was 
wounded on July 31, 1917, and died of his 
wounds on August 25, 1917. He is buried 
in Mendinghem Military Cemetery, 
Belgium. 

Aged 21, he was the only son of John B 
and Elizabeth Jones of the Cash Supply 
Stores, 86 High Street, Barry. He had 
served with the British Expeditionary 
Force since September 25, 1916 and had 
been Mentioned in Despatches and 
awarded the Distinguished Service Order 
for his cool judgement and bravery. 

The Welsh Guards history records that 
in the attack on July 31 encountering 
blockhouses for the first time: ‘2nd Lt RR 
Jones rushed one of them, and fired a rifle 
through the loophole, killing the machine 
gunner, while his men dealt with those 
trying to escape from the rear. The 
casualties of the battalion for the day were 


138, amongst them was the gallant 2nd Lt 
RR Jones, mortally wounded.’ 

The deceased young officer was 
assistant Scoutmaster of the 1st Barry 
Scouts and had been awarded the silver 
wolf as a mark of efficiency while serving 
with the Scouts. He was also a member of 
the 1st Barry Company when they won the 
King’s Challenge Banner. Prior to joining 
the Army in January 1916, Lieut Jones 
assisted his father in business and was an 
old pupil of Barry County School. He was 
nephew of Coun SR Jones Barry Docks; a 
member of Bethel Baptist Church, Barry, 
and assistant secretary of the Sunday 
School. 

Private George Bellamy of the 7th Btn 
Somerset Light Infantry died on August 
27, 1917 of wounds received in action on 
August 15 at Langemarck. He is buried in 
Longuenesse (St Omer) Souvenir 
Cemetery, France. He was the eldest son 
of Mr and Mrs WG Bellamy, 34 Davies 
Street, Cadoxton. 

Before enlisting Private Bellamy was a 
platelayer on the Barry Railway where he 
had been employed for 20 years. A 
brother, Private James Bellamy, Welsh 
Pioneer Regiment was serving in India. 

Private William Herbert Harry of the 1st 
Btn Monmouthshire Regiment (11th Btn 
South Wales Borderers) was killed in 
action on August 27, 1917. He has no 
known grave and is commemorated on the 
Loos Memorial in France. 

Aged 20, he was the son of Mr and Mrs 
Abraham William Harry of Trehill, St 
Nicholas, Cardiff. Private Harry was for 
four years booking clerk at Barry Railway 
Station and was living at 37 High Street, 
Barry when he enlisted. 

Rifleman William James Sunidge of the 
9th Btn, the Rifle Brigade died of wounds 
on August 30, 1917 and is buried in 
Etaples Military Cemetery, France. He had 
been evacuated back to the military base at 
Etaples for treatment, having been 
wounded in the fighting around 
Langemarck during the Battle of 
Passchendaele. 

Aged 20, he was the son of Ernest and 
Lucy Surridge of 56 Castle Street, Barry 
and before the war he was working for 
Barry Railway at the cleaning sheds. 

Sergeant Frederick Hunt of ‘A’ Coy 
l/5th Btn, Royal Sussex Regiment died on 
August 31, 1917 and is buried in 
Brandhoek New Military Cemetery No 3, 
Flanders. Aged 32, he was the husband of 
Marian Alice Hunt of 27 Plymouth Road, 
Barry Island. 

Private Reginald Hookings of the 114th 
Company, Machine Gun Corps, formerly 
South Wales Borderers died of wounds on 
August 31, 1917 and is buried at Bard 
Cottage Cemetery, Belgium. Aged 24, he 
was the son of Jack and Eliza Hookings of 
3, Fore Street, Beer, Devon; husband of 
Caroline Elizabeth Bubbins (formerly 
Hookings) of 51 Vale Street, Barry. 

They shall grow not old, as we that are 
left grow old; 

Age shall not weary them, nor the years 
condemn.

September skies 

Astronomy Corner with Dave Powell 
of Barry Astronomical Society. 


T HOSE of a nervous 

disposition should look 
away now! After a 
summer that has left a lot to 
be desired, if you care to look 
towards the north-eastern 
horizon, the first signs of 
winter will greet you. 

The Pleiades, or seven sisters are 
very low down, but this group of stars 
will get higher and, as winter 
approaches, they will add a large dose 
of sparkle later in the year. 

For now, let’s look directly 
overhead. 

If you view from a dark site you 
will see the Milky Way shimmering. 
This faint band of light stretches from 
the south-western horizon overhead, 
and then all the way down to the 
north-eastern horizon and is, of 
course, one spiral arm of our own 
Galaxy. 

Try looking with any pair of 
binoculars to see the ‘Milky Way’ 
which is made up of many thousands 
of stars. In binoculars, most of these 
will appear blue or white but careful 
examination of this area will also 
reveal dark patches, where stars 
appear absent. Such dark patches 
mask the stars that lay behind them. 

It is difficult to visualise that we 
live inside a Galaxy. In fact, our Sun 
is just one of around one hundred 
thousand million stars in the Milky 
Way Galaxy. Most stars we see in the 
sky belong to our own Galaxy. 

I can’t offer a better analogy than 
one offered by the late, great, Sir 
Patrick Moore when he suggested the 
best way to visualise our Galaxy is to 
“picture two fried eggs back to back”. 
We know it has a central bulge, and 
the arms, (it has several) is where 
most of the new stars are born. 

We think our Galaxy is about 
average, it is 80,000 light years across 
(one light year is equal to about six 
trillion miles), and our Sun lies about 
25,000 light years from the centre of 
our Galaxy. You may also visualise it 
by thinking about when you nailed a 
Catherine Wheel to your shed door on 
November 5. 

However, the best way to visualise 
our Galaxy is to locate a near 
neighbour - the Andromeda Galaxy, 
sometimes called M31. It can be seen 
with the naked eye, and is easy with 
binoculars, if you know where to 
look. 

First, we need to find the square of 
Pegasus, high in the south-eastern 
sky - not overhead, but the square is 
quite easy to locate with a little 
practice. Its position is sign-posted on 
the sixth of the month as the full 
Moon lies between it and the horizon. 
Although this will not be a good 


night to view the Andromeda Galaxy, 
because strong moonlight will drown 
out faint objects, the square itself 
should be visible. When the Moon is 
absent, take the top left-hand star of 
the square: you will see a line of stars. 
Place the binoculars on the third one 
and Andromeda should be visible in 
the same field of view. It will look 
like a large smudge. Before you wake 
up the neighbours shouting: “ Is that 
itT ’ remember it does lie just over two 
million light years away, and is one of 
around 20 galaxies, including the 
Milky Way that make up the ‘local’ 
group. 

If you have a telescope, the full 
glory of its spiral arms become 
apparent. Do make every effort to 
locate Andromeda - as, in around four 
billion years’ time, it is scheduled to 
collide with the Milky Way Galaxy! 
Collisions between galaxies are not 
rare. It is said that, because the 
individual stars in both galaxies are so 
far apart, it is unlikely stars will 
collide, but rather the gas between the 
two galaxies will interact. ( Mind you, 

I for one will not be sorry to miss this 
event!) 

The bright star overhead is Deneb, 
the brightest star in the constellation 
Cygnus the Swan. Another, better 
name for this constellation is the 
Northern Cross. Sweeping this area 
with binoculars will reap rewards, and 
you will be amazed at what can be 
seen. 

Remember your eyes will take at 
least 10 minutes to fully dark-adapt, 
so do not be disappointed if you do 
not see the sky at its best immediately 
after you leave a well-lit room. 

If you are an early riser, the bright 
planet Venus will be near a large open 
cluster of stars known as the Beehive 
on the 1st; and then, on the morning 
of the 18th, the crescent Moon, Venus, 
and the bright star Regulus, make a 
pretty sight. 

Lastly, I do hope some of you 
managed to see a Perseid Meteor or 
two. The group I was with at 
Porthkerry Park in Barry managed to 
see a couple of dozen meteors and 
three very bright fireballs. (A fireball 
is simply a larger piece of debris). 

A particle that produces a meteor is 
something around the size of a grain 
of sand up to a garden pea. The 
particle producing a fireball is a larger 
lump of rock, so appears much 
brighter. 

If you missed them, you will have 
another chance because the Orionids, 
and Geminids are due before the end 
of the year. Watch this space...

Wales well 
below the average for

Minister demonstrates a 
positive ‘can do’ 

approach to all the 
challenges we face, of 
which exiting the EU is 
only one.

IN racing, as in all 
things, there are 
stars. 

Then there are real 
stars. And then there's 
genius. George Fordham 
was a genius. And 
defining genius taxes 
conventional criteria. 

His talent was God 
given. This Victorian 
paragon rode the first of 
his 2587 winners, 
Hampton at Brighton on 

9 October 1851, aged 
14 and weighing barely 
four stone. 

Just four years later 
he was crowned 
champion jockey, the 
first of 14 titles (a total 
only exceeded by Sir 
Gordon Richards) that 
also saw him collect 16 
English classics plus a 
nickname embodying 
his devilish skills, ‘The 
Demon’. 

History, however, has 
not been kind to 
Fordham. The 
explanation is simple. 
Fate decreed his 
outstanding career be 
overshadowed by that 
bitter rival Fred Archer, 
a jockey deemed his 
inferior yet enormously 
successful and widely 
celebrated. 

Archer, whose 
nickname of 'The 
Tinman' derived from 
his insatiable pursuit of 
'tin',Victorian slang for 
money, was the polar 
opposite of 'The 
Demon'. 

Whereas Fordham 
was squat, rubicund and 
affable, Archer was 
pale, lanky and 
brooding. And if Archer 
rode like a man with the 
devil at his elbow, 
Fordham rode like a 
wizard with wand at the 
ready. 

Despite the inevitable 
loss of his turf war with 
his 20 years younger 
adversary prior to his 
retirement in 1884 

owing to ill-health, 
'The Demon' prevailed 
in countless skirmishes. 

His talents drove 
Archer to utter 
frustration - ‘The 
Demon' was the itch 
Archer couldn't scratch. 
Nowhere was this better 
demonstrated than in the 
'match' races 

that were a staple 
ingredient on Victorian 
race-cards. 


Fordham and Archer 
were invariably the 
jockeys of 

choice in these two- 
horse duels and they 
provided the perfect 
stage for Fordham's 
mastery of 'kidology'. 

Fordham had the art 
of feigning distress off 
to a tee. By inducing 
premature effort from 
an overconfident rival, 
it enabled him to catch 
them out with his famed 
last-ditch 'rush'. 

Archer was no 
exception, once hurling 
his saddle across the 
weighing room 
following humiliating 
defeat. 

Eventually Archer's 
fragile psyche and 
brittle constitution 
cracked; 'The Tinman’ 
shot himself. He was 
just 29 years old. 

Thus legends 
implanted in our 
sporting consciousness: 
books are written;laurels 
awarded; glorification 
ensues. 

Yet truth will out. 
Fordham was 
considered Archer's 
superior by the majority 
of contemporary 
jockeys, trainers, 
horsemen and scribes. 

But Fordham's death 
was far less Homeric. 
Consumption and 
alcohol abuse took its 
toll on the 50-year-old’s 
body in October 1887. 
Thus legends expunged; 
books are not written 
and laurels wither on 
the vine. 

The worth of any 
competitor is gauged by 
those he competes 
against, and the measure 
of George Fordham is 


the stature of the jockey 
deigned his inferior - 
sufficient testimony to 
acknowledge him as the 
finest flat jockey of the 
19th century and one to 
rank alongside Gordon 
Richards and Lester 
Piggott.

It really is an 
excellent initiative and I 
believe having more ex¬ 
jockeys involved in the 
media will prove 
advantageous.” 

“Working in the 
racing media has always 
been what I've wanted 
to do after riding and 
now thanks to JETS and 
Racecourse Media 
Group, its a definite 
possibility.

Hancock, who had progressed with narrow victories 
over the Ferndale and Gilfach pairs. 

However Glyn and Martin were in no mood to 
miss the main event and powered through the semi 
to win by four shots, 23-19, to set up a final against 
top Welsh international Mark Wyatt and his partner 
Chris Doidge from Caerphilly, with the prize of 
qualification for the British finals in 2018 at stake. 

As with previous matches this was a tight 
encounter with Martin Clarke consistently laying 
good heads for Glyn to develop and it was only the 
skill and an occasional element of good fortune from 
skip Mark Wyatt that kept the game tight in the early 
exchanges. 

With the scores locked at 14 shots each on the 
18th end it was still all to play for but a series of 
brilliant shots from skip Wyatt effectively turned the 


game in favour of the Caerphilly duo. With the 
Barry pair holding four shots, Wyatt, with a deadly 
combination of running woods and draw shots, 
converted the head to score three shots, and 
provided an advantage that the Barry pair could not 
overcome. 

Needing three shots on the last end to take the 
match in to an extra end, and despite good bowls 
from lead Martin and skip Glyn, they could not 
muster enough and narrowly lost out in an epic 
encounter by two shots. 

A narrow defeat by 19 shots to 17 was not what 
the Barry pair and their travelling support had 
wanted but they had to concede defeat to the top 
class Caerphilly pairing who will now go on to 
represent Wales in the British Isles championships 
next year. 

The Barry pair can rue some missed chances but 
they will surely have caught the international 
selectors’ attention when the international trial 
teams are selected for the 2018 season, and the 
Barry club can also reflect in the success, and its 
ability to produce top class players that can 
continually compete at the highest level of Welsh 
bowls year after year. 

Returning to league action, the PG1 side were in 
search of points, but were up against Carruthers 
shield semi-finalists Ely Valley, who were also 
looking to assert themselves after their defeat at 
Llandrindod. 

With the weather set fair, the 4Wood green at 
Barry looking and running at its very best, this was 
all set up for a tight encounter. 

It was the visitors who established a small 
advantage first, with Paul Taylor racing in to a 8-1 
lead over Richard Bowen, and and John Applegate 
building a 10-2 advantage over Glyn Thomas, 
whose rink was finding the going tough. 

Dave Wright started well against the experienced

Phil Robbins, racing to a 11-6 lead and Rob Horgan 
also started well to establish a lead over Chris 
Ashman of 8-1. 

As the game progressed it was the visitors who 
found the quick-paced Barry green more to their 
liking more than the home side. 

John Applegate’s rink applied the pressure to 
build a 20-8 lead after 13 ends and leave Glyn 
Thomas’s rink staring at defeat, eventually running 
out victors by 28 shots to 15. 

David Wright’s progress was halted as they 
dropped two fours and a five mid-game to trail 13 
shots to 21, and Robert Horgan also dropped two 
threes to fall behind 11-19. 

With the four rinks in deficit the writing was on 
the wall for the Barry outfit and the points gained 
from individual rink victories looked to be the only 
realistic option for the home side. 

With three rinks well down it was left to Richard 
Bowen’s rink, with superb consistency from Gary 
Gane, Mike Vaughan and Geoff Whittaker, to apply 
the pressure against former Commonwealth star 
Paul Taylor in an attempt to avoid the whitewash. 

Although in deficit 13-18 on 18 ends the Barry 
combination responded well to take a three and a 


four on the 19th and 20th ends respectively to lead 
by two going in to the final end. 

Despite an exceptional shot with his last bowl 
from Paul Taylor, the visitors were only able to 
recoup one of the two shots needed on the final end 
and the Barry rink ran out victors by 20 shots to 19 
and earn a valuable two points for their ongoing 
relegation battle. 

However a creditable performance from the 
visitors saw them run out well deserved victors by 
26 shots, 66-92. 

The outcome of the Athletic’s PG2 side’s visit to 
Penarth Windsor was altogether a better outcome 
than the PG1 side. 

Still favourites for promotion but with a much- 
depleted side, the battle with St Fagan’s to top the 
league is still very much on and points from this 
match against neighbours Penarth Windsor were 
vital for the run in. 

A good performance from all the players selected 
ensured that they claimed another important victory 
by 12 points to 2 to confirm promotion to the top 
division. 

Architect of the away win was skip Mike Jones, 
with Don Evans at his superlative best in the swan¬ 
song of his bowling career, who put together a 30-13 
win over the home team. 

The experienced Gareth Humphries also ground 
out a win by a single shot whilst Albert Mintern 
effectively turned the game with his 26-13 shots 
victory, scoring 13 shots without reply over the last 
five ends. 

So with one match to go and promotion already 
secured, the selectors will be ensuring that a strong 
competitive side is fielded for the final fixture 
against Cardiff Athletic to give the Barry Athletic 
PG2 team the best opportunity to be crowned 
champions. 

The opening day defeat at Cardiff now seems a 
long way off and the team has gone from strength to 
strength under the captaincy of Paul Webley and the 
experience of his players, and irrespective of the 
result, it will be remembered as a successful season 
for the club that restores them to the top division of 
the Private Greens 2 division.
